in summarizing its dispatches, The Post 
Says: 

“While democratic gatns ure 
in Many states, the figures given by the 
eorrespondents of The Post do not yet 
make it positive that the republicans will 
lose contro! of the house. There is at 
present in the house ef representatives a 
republican majority of § over all par- 
tles combined, and this large majority 
will be difficult to completely overcome. 
There is no doubt that it will he reduced 
to @ very small number, but the present 
indications do not point to its entire dis- 
Appearance. The estimates made by the 
Post's correspondents show that 166 
tricts in the United States will certainly 
be republican in the approaching election, 
unless the unexpected happens, and thir- 
teen additional districts will gtve the re- 
parbiicans a majority of the house. 

“According to The Post’s advices, there 
are no jess than forty-two doubtful dis- 
tricta, the large number being in great 
measures due to the raution of The Post's 
correspondents in declining to place in

the silver republicans four. 

“All the correspondents of °Te Post 
agree in their statements as to the apa- 
thy shown everywhere in the coming elec- 
tians and that this lack of interest is the 
one great obstacle to republican success.

TROOPS SAIL FOR PORTO RICO. 


Sixth Immunes and Forty-Seventh 
New York Leave on Transports. 
Washington, October 9.—Adjutant Gen- 
era] Corbin this evening received the fol- 
lowing telegram from Colonel Tyson, com- 
manding the Sixth United States im- 

munes: 

“Brooklyn, October 9.—Adjutant General, 
Washington: Telegram directing me to 
proceed to San Juan, Porto Rico, received. 
leave today 4 p. m., 770 men, 38 Offizers 
On board transport 8S. S. Mississippi. 

“TYSON, Colonel.” 

Information also reached the war de- 
partment this afternoon that the Forty- 
seventh New York had sailed for San 
Juan on the transport Minnewaska from 
Newport. R. I. 

Both of the regiments are due to’arrive 
at San Juan next Friday. Occupation of 
Porto Rico is not formally to be given 
to the American forces until the 18th in- 
stant. In case the Spanisa authorities ob- 
ject to the landing of the regiments at 
San Juan prior to the date fixed for the 
occupation of the island, General Brooke 
had discretionary authority to send them 
to any other point on Uthe island. 

It is expected that (eneral Brooke will 
send three, and possibly five, regiments 
now in Porto Ric > back to the United 
States soon after the arrival of the troops 
which sailed today. The returning troops 
are expected to leave Porto Rico probably 
Sunday, the l6th. Three of the regi- 
return will be the Third L[linois, 
Pennsylvania and the Six- 
teenth Massachusetis. General Brooke may 
select two other regiments to return, but 
thus far the department has not been ad- 
vised what regiments they will be.

MELINE SOUNDS WARNING NOTE

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Brisson’s Predecessor Speaks at a Ban- 


quet of Railway Employees. 

Epinal, France, October 9.—Jules Meline, 
premier of the French minisiry preceding 
the present government of M. Brisson, and 
who presided at a banquet of the associa- 
tion of railway employees here last even- 
ing, uttered a serlous warning against the 
agitation and unresi in France, of class 
troubles and strikes. 

Referring to the ‘‘divided state of society, 
the violence of polemies and the _ sec- 
tarfan spirit displayed in politics,’ he said 
it was impossible to see France thus torn 
by factions and devoured by political pas- 
sions, while daily the principle of authority 
was undermined, the army was weakened 
and the institutions upon which rested the 
security ofthe nation were shaken without 
thinking of “‘that opening in the Vosges 
through which an invading army could 
pass,’’ or without thinking of ‘‘some unfor- 
seen temptation being offered to the 
foreigner.”’ 

The adversaries of France, however, had 
no need to declare war, said M. Meline. 
They were content to await the exhaustion 
of France.

THE TROOPS WILL BE RE-BRIGADED 


Ccmmanders of the New Brigades Will 
Will Not Be Known Until Gen- 
eral Lee Issues Orders 
Designating His Se- 
lection. 


Jacksonville, Fla., October 9.—General or- 
ders were issued from corps headquarters 
today for the movement of the Seventh 
army corps from Jacksonville to Savannah. 
The movement is to begin as soon as the 
quartermaster’s department can _ provide 
transportation. The regiments will move in 
the following order: 

Ninth lLIllinois, Second South Carolina, 
Fourth Illinois, First Texas, Second I.suisi- 
ana, Third Nebraska (Colonél Bryan’s reg- 
iment), One Hundred and Sixty-first Indi- 
ana, Second Illinois, First North Carolina, 
Forty-ninth lowa, Fourth Virginia and 
Sixth Missouri, 

The signal corps is to prepare itself to 
move at once and to report to the quarter- 
master the date at Which it will be ready 
to go. The sick are to be left at Jack- 
sonville. The quartermaster and medical 
departments are directed to provide each 
regiment with requisites for establishnig 
regimental field hospitals. 

It is ago understood that an order will 
be issug@l on the return of General Lee 
from Washington during the coming week 
rebrigading the regiments of the. corps. 
The brigades will probably be in the order 
named above, the first three torming the 
First brigade of the First division, the 
next three the Second brigade of the same 
division, and so on. 

The commanders of these respective bri- 
gades will not be Known till General Lee 
Shall issue the necessary order, and as 
several of the general officers of the Sev- 
enth corps have been announced to be 
mustered out late this month and some the 
last of November, it not Known what 
officers will be in charge of the respective 
brigades, as they shall be sent to Cuba. 

It is not anticipated that the stay of the 
troops at Savannah will be long, only suf- 
ficient to allow transportation to Cuba 
be provided and for embarking the troops.

Friendly Indians on Guard. 

Walker, Minn., Octoher 9.—When § the 
troops reached the agency they found that 
the friendly Indians had maintained a 
picket covering the whole line of 
woods surround the settlement. As 
many fifty of the Indians have done 
picket duty. Now that the are on 
the grounds these formal preparations for 
will abandoned, but 
there will be scouts out all the 
time ready to bring prompt warnings of 
anything that even looks dangerous. It 
ts said by those who know them that these 
agency Indians would not hesitate to kill a 
fostile as quickly as would a soldier. 
‘Last night Mah-Ge-Gay-Bow, one of the 
head men of the Bear Island Indians, ar- 
rived on the agency point with twenty- 
seven canoe Noads of the Bear Islanders, 
comprising those of them who are for 
peace. 

There are 75 or 100 in the party, men, ‘wo- 
men and children. They went into camp 
about five miles from the agency and Mah- 
Ge-Gah-Bow called on General Bacon at 
once. He said he had told the hostiles on 
the island that he could not go with them: 
that he and his friends were for peace 
with the white men, and that they were 
going to the agency. 

“All right.’* said the hostiles, laconicaliy, 
‘tell them what we are doing,” and they 
allowed ‘Mah-Ge-Gah-Bow to depart in 
peece., 

‘‘Kah-win-nin-ge-ka-da-zin,’’ said the old 
man, when he was pressed with inquiries 
as to the number of the hostiles, their 
oresent whereabouts and their intentions 
for the future. This being interpreted 
means: . 

“1 don’t know anything more about it.’’ 

He did say that so far as he knew none 
of the hostiles were killed in the fight, but 
they all say that. As to how many Indians 
were actually on the warpath, the agency 
Indians are disposed to hold the number 
down to something under 100, and many 
of them say that there was not more than 
twenty-five or thirty. 

Indians to the President. 

Dr. Hart has prepared a paper which 
the Indians are being asked to sign as fast 
as they come into the agency. It ig al- 
ready signed by more than a hundred In- 
dians, including a dozen or fifteen of the 
chiefs and head men from Flat Mouth 
down.

Annual Reportitof Commissioner Jones 
Proves Quite Interesting. 
Washington, October 9.—The annual] re- 
port ‘of Commissioner of Indian Affairs 
Willfam A. Jones shows a general steady 
advancement in the cendition of the na- 

tion’s wards. 

Education, the greatest factor fn solving 
the status of the Indians, is being pushed 
forward in the service, and now there are 
147 well equipped boarding schools and 
an equa] number of day schools engaged 
in the education of 23,952 pupils. The aver- 
age attendance and enrollment thas stead- 
ily increased for the past twenty-one 
years. 

Vigorous inquiries prosecuted by Com- 
missioner Jones during the year show sig- 
nificantly that 89 per cent of those pupils 
who have gone through the schools, and 
returned to their homes «ure reported 
be in good physical condition, contrary to 
the frequent ‘suggestion that the change 
might break a naturally strong and vig- 
orous constitution. 

Of the pupils attending schools 3 per cent 
are “reported excellent or first-class, 
73 per cent as good or medium, while only 
24 per cent are considered bad or worth- 
less, showing, in the commissioner's judg- 
ment, the value of a system which can. 
in a generation, develop from savages 
per cent of good average men and wo- 
men.

HOSPITAL SHIPS WERE FULLY EQUIPPED 


Surgeon Gerieral Pays a High Compll- 
ment to Work Done by American 
Ladies During the War. 


Washington, October 
better illustration can be found of the 
foresight exhibited by the navy in pre- 
paring for the war than is afforded by the 
history of the medical corp® during the 
Struggle. This is set out in the annual re- 
port of Surgeon Gegeral W. K. Van Rey- 
pen which is the first of the navy bureau 
feports submitted for publication, 

Surgeon General Van Reypen begins with 
a modest tribute to the good judgement and 
foresight of his predecessor, General Tryon, 
who im putting in order and equipping the 
Several naval hospitals was of incalculable 
service to the bureau, enabling it to prop- 
erly care for the sick or wounded of the 
navy during the war. 

When fhe Maine was blown up, Surgeon 
General Van Reypen was in charge of the 
bureau and began preparations immedi- 
ately for any conting: ney. The hospitals 
were fully equipped, plans were prepared 
for pavillion wards, the naval laboratory 
prepared to furnish medical and surgical 
Supplies in any. quantity. No additional 
expense was incurred unt!! war seemed im- 
minent; then every vessel likely to be en- 
aged was given a ful! outfit of medical 
supplies for war. In antictpation of a large 
Increase of the navy, proper outfits were 
made ready and boxed for a large number 
of ships ready for call. 

“There has not been an insfance durine 
the war,” says the surgeon general. “of 
any vessel having had to walt for the med- 
feal stores.”’ 

It was known that the medical corps was 
Inadequate in numbers for war. vet there 
was no law authorizing the employment of 
volunteer “medical officers. But medical 
boards were sent out in anticipation to the 
Principal cities to examine applicants for 
appointment, an@ as a cons: quence, when 
the war broke out the medical department 
had at hand from which to make sela¢tions 
of volunteer surgeons a long list of well 
educated men, and thirty-seven of these 
Were appointed, out of 2,00) applicants. 
Surgeon General Van Reypen says: 

A Credit to the Navy. 

“They have rendered efficient service and 
have been a credit to the navy. Some have 
had unusual and trying experiences, but they 
have accommodated themselves to their en- 
vironments, and have justified their ap- 
pointments.’” - 

Only one medical officer was killed during 
the war, Assistant Surgeon John Blair 
Gibbs, who fell at Guantanamo, serving 
quien the marine battalion. 

The medica] department had@ long 
sired to establish a hospital service at sea 
on a specially selected vessel, and the ap- 
proach of war gave it an opportunity to 
demonstrate the wisdom of its propositions 
and the efficiency of its methods. The 
steamer Creole was purcha®ed and with 
the valuable assistance of Naval Construc- 
tor Woodward was converted into an am- 
bulance ship within sixteen days, fitted 
with every appliance of modern surgery, 
disinfecting apparatvs. cold storage, laun- 
dry and elevator. She was a Ploneer in 
her work, indicating a step in advance that 
it wel] became the United States to take. 
Her report gives a succinct history of the 
Valuable services rendered by the Solace 
in caring for the sick and wounded. On 
every trip she went loaded with medical 
stores and supplies, and also with delicacies 
and comforts which had been supplied in 
abundance for the sick and wounded by 
generous and patriotic individuals and soci- 
eties from every part of the United States. 
Says the surgeon general: 

“In this war woman hes done her per- 
fect work. and the medical department of 
the navy is profoundly grateful for the 
money contributed and supplies furnished 
for the aid cf the sick and wounded of 
the pavy.

Yellow Fever Continues To Spread in 
the State of Mississippi. 


Jackson, Miss., October 9.—The fever re- 
port for Jackson today is seven new Cases:

Allen McIntyre, Pascagoula street; all 
white, and four negroes. No deaths and 
all the Ack doing fairly well.

Dr. Carter concurs in diagno- 
sis. A later report puts the number of 
cases at ten. 

Lumberton, in Marion county, is also re- 
ported infected and tied up from the world. 

Dr. Dunn _ reports from Harriston nine 
new cases: all the sick but one doing well. 

Two new cases at Fayette. 

Poplarville, Pearl River county, where 
suspicious cases were investigated a short 
time “ince, now reports two cases of gen- 
uine yellow fever. 

Madison had seven new cases today—three 
white and four colored. 

Dr. Haralson reports from Oxford one 
new case, one death; total cases to date, 
forty-five, thirty-four white and eleven col- 
ored: under treatment, eighteen; recovered, 
eighteen; died, nine, eight whites and one 
colored. 

Hermanville reports no new cases and the 
situation encouraging. 

There are now seventeen counties and 
twenty towns in the state where yellow 
fever prevails. 


McLAURIN GIVES EXPERIENCE. 


Governor of Mississippi Tells of the 
Yellow Fever Scare. 


Chicago October 9.—The Tribune has the 
following, dated Brandon, Miss., from Gov- 
ernor McLaurin ofSMississippi in reply to a 
telegram asking him for his experience in 
his recent travels during the yellow fever 
scare: 

“September llth the day after the first 
case was pronounced in Jackson, I took my 
family, including a twelve-year-old daugh- 
ter, sick with typhoid fever, to Seens 
Creek, a village twelve miles from Jackson, 
provided for their comfort and returned 
next morning to Jackson, where I remain- 
ed until the 15th, when an alarming condi- 
tion of the sick child recalled me to 
Steen’s Creek. I remained with her until 
the 19th, and again returned to Jackson. 

‘“‘My family being out of the city, I ac- 
cepted an invitation of Dr. Mitchell, su- 
perintendent of the asylum, located about 
two miles from the statehouse, on my sec- 
ond return to Jackson to take rooms pro- 
vided for me there. I went to my office 
in the statehouse every dav until the 4th, 
when the state board of health puta quar- 
antine station between the asylum grounds 
and the statehouse and stopped travel] be- 
tween these points. 

“After that I worked in my rooms until 
October 3d, when, in response to an invita- 
tion received about four weeks ago, I went 
to Smith county, off anv railroad, and de- 
livered an address at-a reunion of com- 
pany G, Forty-sixth Mississippi regiment. 
On the 6th T went to Burus, a village about 
two miles from the farm on which I was 
raised. 

“On the 7th IT returned to my home in 
Brandon, twelve miles from Jackson, and 
have heen here ever since. The quarantine 
law of Rrandon refused admittance to me 
or my family until we had been away from 
Jackson more than ten days. 

“There was nothing that a governor 
could officially do to ameliorate the vellow 
fever condition. [T had done every official 
act that could be done by the governor 
before I started to the reunion. 

‘“Retne netther @ vellow fever expert nor 
an immune, I could not have been of ser- 
vice to the board of health in a non- 
official way. There has been no occasjon 
given by me for unfavorable critics 5

BRINGS AUSTRALIAN ADVICES. 


New South Wales Wheat Crop This 
Season Will Be Large. 

Vancouver, B. C., October 9.—Australian 
advices brought by the steamer Warrimoo 
are as follows: . 

Henry Gilbert, a Frenchman, who is 
making a tour of the world on foot, arrived 
in Sydney as the Warrimoo left. Since 
leaving Paris, on February 19, 1895, Gilbert 
has accomplished 24,206 miles out of 41,500 he 
calculated on covering by June 1, 1900, the 
date upon which hé is due in Paris. Two 
thousand pounds is involved in the under- 
taking, and amcng other conditions jis one 
that no money is tg be asked during the 
whole of the journey, Gilbert has -passed 
through Spain, Algeria, Palestine, Syria, 
Jaya and part of Australia. When touring 
in Armenia he was in danger of being slain 
by Turkish brigands, but on telling them 
he was a Frenchman he was allowed al- 
lowed safe passage. Gilbert proposes to visit 
America, Canada, Scotland, England ¢end 
then to Paris. 

The corn section of the New South Wales 
chamber of commerce estimates chat the 
season will produce a yield of 15,000,000 
bushels of wheat, of which 10,000,000 bushels 
will be required for home consumption, 
Jeaving 5,000,000 bushels, or, roughly speak- 
ing, 100,000 tons of wheat to be exported.

HAS BEEN ISSUED 


Foreign Office Presents Correspondence 
Between France and England, 


BRITISH SIDE OF IT-IS SHOWN 


Salisbury Made It Clear That No Pow- 
er Should Occupy Nile Valley. 


HANOTAUX ENTERED A STRONG PROTEST 


_—- — ————— - 


Correspondence Coming from the Eng- 
lish Side Shows That Salisbury 
Had It All His Own Way. 


London, October 9.—The foreign office has 
issued a Fashoda blue book giving the cor- 
respondence between the French and Brit- 
ish governments. 

It begins with a dispatch dated December 
10, 1897, from Sir- Edmund Monson, British 
ambassador at Paris, to Lord Salisbury re- 
ferring to rumors of the massacre of the 
Marchand expedition and expressing the 
ambassador's satisfaetion that he had been 
allowed to. acquaint M. Hanotaux, French 
foreign minister of that day, with Lord 
Salisbury’s view that, if other questions are 
adjusted, Great Britain will make no dif- 
ficulty regarding the French claims on the 
northern and eastern shores of Lake Tchad. 
The dispatch shows, however, that the am- 
bassador made it clear that this concession 
must not be understood as admitting the 
right of any European power except Great 
Britain to occupy any part of the Nile 
Valley. 

M. Hanotaux replied on December, 24th in 


a long dispatch of respectful protest against’ 


Lord Salisbury’s view. 

On August 24 of this year Lord Salisbury 
wrote Gord Cramer, British diplomatic 
agent at Cairo, giving him instructions 
that after the departure to Khartoum two 
flotillas should ascend to Fashoda and go 
up the Blue Nile as far as it should prove 
navigable for steamers. Under these in- 
structions the sirdar was personally to 
command the Fashoda flotilla and to take 
a few troops, if he should consider it de- 
sirable, tke object being to assert Great 
Britain’s sphere of influence in the Nile 
valley. 

Monson’s Report to Salisbury. 

On September 7th Sir Edmund Monson 
reported to Lord Salisbury a conversation 
in which M. Delcasse, French foreign min- 
ister, announced that Marchand had no 


“authority to decide on ques. ions of right 


and had been instructed to abstain from 
any action likely to lead to local conflict. 
M. Deleasse further expressed a conviction 
that the matter was susceptible of arrange- 
means of discussion, » 

To this Lord Salisbury. replied on Sep- 
tember 9th that Great Britain regarded 
the operations of the sirdar (General Kitch- 
iner) as placing all the territories of Kha- 
fa Abdullah by right of conquest in the 
hands ,of the British and Egyptian govern- 
ments, and sinsisted that this contention 
admitted of no disctssion. Then followed 
various dispatches recording the discussion 
between Sir Edmund Monson and M. Del- 
casse, the latter explainiffg that March- 
and was now virtually a lieutenant to 
the Liotard expedition, and that therefore 
the situation at Fasheda, even if March- 
and was there, could not be dangerous as 
Sir Edmund Monson had represented. 

On September 25th, stilt following the blue 
book, the sairdar reported the results of 
his expedition to Fashoda, fully confirming 
the announcements also cabied to the 
Associated Press, including the fact that 
General Kitchener's arrival there prevent- 
ed a second dervish attack on Marchand.

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POLITICAL COMPLEXION 
OF THE LEGISLATURE 


Seven Populists, One Republican, One Reformer and Two Hundred and 
Ten Democrats—Upper House Is Solidly Democratic, and the 
Third Party May Yet Lose a Vote or Two in the Lower. 


The belated returns from half a dozen counties complete the list of the Georgia 
legislature for the next few years, and The Constitution presents it in full this 
morning, except for Coffee county, in which the returns were destroyed by the 
burning of the courthouse on Friday, and Lumpkin and Montgomery counties, 
which gave Colonel Candler 521 and 664 majority, respectively, and may safely be 


put in the democratic column of the legislature. 


The total result gives the dem- 


ocrats 210 votes on,joint ballot, the populists seven and the republicans one, with 


one other who is classed as a reformer. 


In the senate there is not a eingle mem- 


ber who was not elected on the straight democratic ticket, and the result practi- 


cally makes the legislature unanimous. 


In the last legislature there were seven 


populists, obne republican and thirty-six democrats in the senate, and thirty-one 


populists, four republicans and one hundred and forty democrats in the house— 


making a total fusion minority on joint ballot of forty-three 


votes. This time 


there cannot be a fusion vote of more than nine at the most, and it is probable 
that the democrats will not even take the trouble to go into a caucus.

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STORM TERRORS 
FROM THE COAST 


Some Thrilling Stories of the Gale of 
Last Week. 


FAMILY SHELTERS IN A TREE 


It Is Joined There by Cats, Rats and 
Rattlesnakes. 


ESTIMATE OF THE DAMAGE THAT WAS DONE 


How Heavy Objects Were Carried Off 
by the Seething Waters—Horrors 
Are Now Coming to Light.

Brunswick, Ga., October 9.—(Spectu.)— 
The merciless m>2m2ntum of the wind and 
flood which swept Brunswick and vicinity 
this day one we2k ago carried in its cy- 
clonic fury death and destruction in many 
places. 

It seems that the coast of Georgia and 
Florida from Fernandina to Savannah and 
even as far up as Charleston, 8. C., did 
not escape the pitiless onslaught of the 
tide and gale. 

Today the city of Brunswick is offering 
in her churches thanks to the ail-seeing 
One for having taken so few of her people's 
lives, while tomorrew, like for several days 
past, the citizens will, with smiling faces 
and cheerful words, work to restore their 
homes and places of business to their 
wonted neatness and order, 

Brunswick has suffered disasters before, 
but in no city in the uni@h can be found 
people who meet misfortune with braver 
hearts or.rise above adversity with greater 
courage. Neither storms, fires nor pesti- 
lence daunt the good people of, this place, 
and year by year they go on in their up- 
building of what is even at this date one 
of the greatest seaports of the south At- 
lantic states. 

Some Personal Experience. 

The personal experiences of well-known 
me. who went throuzh the storm and flood 
of Saturday night and Sunday last are 
best ‘dustrated by their spoken and written 
words. From the number who have ex- 
pressed themselves to The Constitution 
correspondent a few have been selected to 
quote and are here given: 

Editor Henry A. Wrerch, of The Adver- 
tiser, the veteran newspaper man, known 
all over Georgia, gives this as his impres- 
sion of the storm from start to finish: . 

“With signal announcements and the 
course and intensity of the wind, moistened 
with a constant sweep of mist, the king 
terror of the autumn gales was foreshad- 
owed Saturday night, and increasing, in- 
tensifica by Sunday morning. By 8 o'clock 
the coming of a hurricane was plainly man- 
ifest. In two hours more the town was 
completely swept by the winds and 
drenched by the rain and tide. 

“For fifteen hours the wind, gathering 
velocity with each fateful gust, came 
from the northeast. Ten hours of this was 
a strong gaie, increasing to a hurricane 
by 9 o'clock Sunday mornine. For two 
hours it came in a steady sweep, with fitful 
gusts, as if solid masses of shot from a 
catapult, cracking and careening the 
strongest buildings, lashing the branches 
of the trees to the ground in a swashing 
fury, uprooting the stalwart oaks and fill- 
ing space with the debris of brush and top- 
ridden forests, roaring in its maddened de- 
moniacism, grinding, twisting, tearing and 
hurling, a pandemonium of the unbridled 
elements. In the midst of it all walls were 
tottering, tin roofs beribboned, chimneys 
falling, biinds and sash smashing, and less 
stable buildings crumbling beneath the ter- 
rible force. 

“There is no way eto @escribe the terror 
of such a time. It is a moment when 
man realizeg that he is not more than the 
spider clinging to its morning weh, his 
heart fills with pleading and looks to God 
with utter submission. 

“In the midst of this the gathering tides, 
pPlled higher and higher until bulked into 
a swelling mass of irresistible force, came 
bounding over the docks and the iow 
lying shores east and west and south of 
the city, breaking and rushing as the roar- 
ing billows of a mad sea, reaching and 
rushing over one elevation after another 
and joining with the serpentine grace of 
their power into a Sweeping cataract into 
me lower places, the one meeting the other, 
we then filling until the town was coy-

, escaping the destruction of 
ereenewen household, goods and furniture. 

For an hour at noon there was a lull, 
and the tide began receding. 

‘In this brief period of partial relief, the 
Strain of nerves had scarcely relaxed when 
the hardest winds of the day set in from 
the southeast, ¢wisting and more furious, 
and again repeating the hazard of the 
morning. For another two hours, like the 
onswinging of the balance of the world, 
vortexed irto a mighty moving train of 
devastating velocity, ¢o crush out the ex- 
istence of a remaining obstacle, came the 
cyclone heraldry of threatening dcom. 

Collision of Massive Solids. 

“As each paroxysm hurled its force against 
the side of a house, it was as the collision 
of massive solids, the buildings creaking 
and reeling as the hurried force rebounded 
and whizzed along as a lightning express, 
Thus passed the eventful Sunday, October 
2, 1898, 

“The wind velocity during the way was 
from fifty to seventy miles an hour at in- 
tervals, relaxing and regaining. In ali 
those fearful hours when people were 
trembling with anticipation, confined by 
broad oceanic expanse of surrounding 
waters, estimates and calculations of the 
various city elevations were going on, and 
dread thought given to relatives: and 
friends Known to be in the lower grounds 
and more exposed to the ravaging waves. 

‘‘In the broad lexicon of sorrow and sym- 
pathy the calculation of such Ccerror and 
distress is an ungoverned quantity. 

“Except a few light points in Old Town, 
the entire area was water-covered, and 
probably §& per cent of the homes were in 
water, damaging and destroying the first- 
floor furnishings. In the business part of 
the city only a few blocks in the center, 
from Gloucester to G streets, were not 
averflowed, 

“In all parts of the city water-covered 
many dwelling floors from one inch to 
four feet, and in some instances, in Dix- 
ville, to six feet. 

‘“‘The estimate pwhblished2in The Consti- 
tution’s dispatches at $500,000 financial dam- 
age was lower than many conservatives 
place it, and the horror of the picture 
drawn of the scenes and incidents of the 
flood could not have been lessened with- 
out leaving out of the report all the facts 
of the flood and storm. 


“The heroes of the storm were too numer- ' 


ous to mention. They sprung up- wherever 
there was a demand for them. There were 
rescuing parties in the flood to their arms, 
in every quarter of town, where women 
and children were in danger, whether 
white or black, and to this fact can be at- 
tributed in a large measure the small loss 
of life at Brunswick.” 
McCaskill’s Experience.

Mr. McCaskill says: 

“Over one hundred houses on St. Simon's 
island are wreg3ked and ruined. Hotel St. 
Simon its damaged, but can be easily re- 
paired. Along the beach from the hotel to 
Retreat there is but one cottage  lefc 
standing, and Retreat, the one-time prince- 
ly home of Hon. Thomas Butler King, is 
now a mass of ruins. 

“We live about two hundred yards below 
Hotel St. Simon. The Arnold house sepa- 
rates us from the hotel. In the garden 
back of the Arnold houSe seas ran ten 
feet high and swept the place. At our home 
the water rose eight feet in a few hours, 
and so quickly surrounded us we could not 
escape. My mother, father, brother and 
younger brother sought a tree for refuge. 
We remained there from about 12 o'clock 
until 4 o'clock, when the water began to 
recede. Our two horses swam to us. We 
kept their heads above water by holding 
to the bridles. Then our two cows came, 
and were drifted off. Afterwards a cat, 
huge rat and a big rattlesnake came 
us. I swam around the rattlesnake 
killed it with a limb. The cat and rat

did not care to kill. We were in a drenching ! 
wind, and expecting the | 


rain and terrific 
tree to be uprooted every minute. 

‘“‘All were shaking as if with ague. My 
mother was freezing, and we feared for 
her life. I swam out to our shedroof, and 
climbing upstairs secured an overcoat and 
a part of a bottle of whisky. Both I car- 
ried to my mother, and I believe che cov- 
ering outside and the whisky for internal 
use as medicine saved her life. Each of 
us took a drink of the whisky, and if it 
had not been for that, God knows where 
we would be today; not alive, I feel sure. 
After hours of terror and exhaustion, we 
came out of the tree and offered our thanks 
to the Almighty for His protecting care.” 

Supervisor Hickson, of the Southern rail- 
Way, says: 

“No person on earth could have made 
me believe that such a condition of af- 
fairs existed as The Constitution’s reports 
described on Tuesday morning last had I 
not seen enough two days after the flood 
and storm to convince me that the picture 
Was not overdrawn. The most vivid imag- 
inings of an insane person could not, 
I believed it, conceived a more ;mprobable 
story, but with the facts before me as wit- 
nessed by my own eyes I submit and ac- 
cept the report as true in every detail. The 
Southern railway suffered greatly, but with 
characteristic energy, 1s building up again. 

‘Four private cars, bearing each general 
superintendent and assistant general super- 
intendents and Engineers Hudson, Peddce, 
Thompson and Loum are now on the scene 
and in addition there are ninety-one camp 
cars, with 260 workmen and thirteen fore- 
men, at work on the new dock property 
alone. It is here that the Johnston line, 
direct traders with the continent, does its 
cotton and phosphate business, and cars are 
stretched for a mile up the track, housing 
men that are working on the  Southern’s 
terminal facilities. Il have not slept, only 
a few ‘hours, for nearly a week, but our 
main line is now in splendid working order 
and the terminal docks and tracks will be 
in fine shape by Tuesday next, October 11th. 
The Southern brought men from the Sel- 
ma, Ala., division, Greenville, Miss., divi- 
sion and even as far north as the Knox- 
ville division, and they are pushing things 
for all they are worth.” 

Disaster to Telegraph Lines. 

A Western Union Telegraph Company 
official says: 

“The disaster to our lines was great, but 
we are getting them in good condition 
again. Our company brought a wrecking 
train from the far western part of Virginia 
to assist in repairing the lines and we are 
enabled now to give good service.”’ 

The Constitution correspondent desires to 
pay tribute to the kindly consideration and 
courtesy shown him by Manager T. D. 
Jackson, of Brunswick, and Manager 
Kemp, of Macon, both of the. Western 
Union Telegraph Company; also to Opera- 
tor T. D. Jackson, of Brunswick, who sat 
for nine hours at the key working for con- 
nectiong and sending the first news of the 
storm and flood out from Baxley on Mon- 
day night last. They all worked under ad- 
verse circumstances, but did their best, 
and in the most courteous manner possible. 
Agent Cobb, of the Southern railway at 
Baxley, was also especially kind in keep- 
ing his office open, and throughout a varied 
career as a newspaper man The Constitu- 
tion correspondent has never met with a 
more obliging and courteous set of men.

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Patriotism at a Discount. 

The news from Havana of the form- 
ation of a new national party with Cu- 
ban independence as its ostensible pur- 
pose has a sinister ring about it that 
oOugbht-to raise the ire of every liberty- 
loving American. ‘This party, we are 
frankly told, ccmprises in its member- 
ship all the different elements of Cuban 
and Spanish residents, and its purpose 
is to take charge of the affairs of the 
island just as soon as the Americans 
can be induced to leave. 

In the accounts of the formation of 
this party which have appeared in the 
columns of newspapers supposed to ex- 
ert influence upon the administration 
we find most favorable comment. While 
as a rule, most of these papers do not 
conceal their preference for permanent 
American occupation, they do not hesi- 
tate to declare their belief that if the 
country is to be turned overito any party 
or form of government on the island, it 
should go to this party representing the 
“best elements” rather than to the repub- 
lic which represents the men who have 
done the actual fighting against Spain. 

This preference grows out of, first, 
the feeling of these papers and the in- 
terests they represent that the so-called 
“better elements” can alone be entrusted 
with the reins of government ; and sec- 
ond, aresentment against the Cuban re 
public proper because of the success of 
the Cuban armies in carrying on’ the 
war until they made American jfnterven- 
tion a fact and brought freedom to the 
island. 

Those American statesmen who, dur- 
ing the debates in congress, ‘took the 
Spanish side of the case, indulged them- 
selves on every possible occasion in the 
severest denunciation of the Cubans for 
their temerity in desiring freedom from 
the yoke put upon them by those nice, 
elegant Spaniards whose representative 
in Washineton, Minister De Lome, gave 
such nice dinners. Now these same gen- 
tlemen continue to decoy the real Cu- 
bans-at every turn, and to do this suc- 
cessfully they are now contrasting the 
‘ clothes Gomez and his followers wear 
with’ those of the excellent Spanish and 
Cuban gentlemen who inhabit the cities. 
The men who have been fighting for 
their country’s freedom are not as pret- 
ty as those who aye able to maintain 
their clubs in Havana and the other 
cities of the island, and therefore, of 
course, not so capable of giving the 
island good government. 

We find much of this sort of talk in 
republican newspapers and some, we are 
sorry to say, in newspapers which pre- 
tend to be democratic. It may not be 
put so bluntly, but it means the same 
thing. It is natural for republican 
papers and republican statesmen, whose 
theory is that the right to govern is in- 
herent in the “better elements,” to be 
found on this side; but there is certain- 
ly nothing democratic in the deliberate 
robbery of the people no matter in what 
shape it comes, and there is ‘nothing 
else than an attempt to rob in this new 
national party of Cuba. 

The real patriots are to be ‘robbed of 
the rights for which they have contend- 
ed so valiantly and under such trying 
conditions. The men who are endeav- 
oring to secure control of the govern- 
ment of the island have been the loyal 
supporters of Spain during the years 
when the insurgents have been strug- 
gling for liberty. They were either 
out and out Spanish sympathizers or 
they went into that offshoot of the Span- 
ish government which manifested itself 
in autonomy that never materialized. 
In either case they were not patriots 
from the Cuban standpoint. By what 
principle of right and justice should 
they now be given control of Cuba? 
When the proposition is analyzed it is 
found little short of monstrous. It ought 
to be resented by every American. 

The Genstitution has had in the past 
occasion to refer to the apparently stud- 
ied misrepresentation of the Cubans, 
and will probably have occasion to re- 
fer to it again, for there is no cessa- 
tion of activity on the part of those 
engaged in that sinister work. The 
actions of some of the men in the ranks 
are charged up against the republic of 
Cuba, and in all seriousness the country 
is asked to judge the government by the 
misdeeds of someg privates in ‘the ranks. 
The meh engaged in this effort to in- 
jure the Cuban cause pay no attention 
to the indorsements which the officers 
of the army give of the Cuban soldiers, 
they refuse to acknowledge the higa char- 
acter of the mien at the head of the Cu- 
ban. republic—men who, from all ac- 
counts of those in a position to judge, 
are as capable of administering their 
government as the men in control of 
@the government of the United States. 

The people are not going to be fooled 
by all this. At first the reports against 
the Cubans made some impression. but 
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now they are being seen through. The 
American people jove fair play. They 
want to see the Cuban patriots enjoy 
the fruits of their victories. -They be- 
lieve that in the end the island will be- 
come a part of this nation, but they 
will resent the suggestion that it comes 
with any taint to the title. We must 
not grab for ourselves, and when it 
comes to the recognition. of a Cuban 
government the people will see to it 
that recognition will go to a govern- 
ment truly representative of the Cuban 
patriots, not that made up of the “best 
elements,” who acquire the title through 
eonnection with the Hanna, Elkins, 
Platt gang. 
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The Quarantine Question. 

The appeal from Mississippi for fed- 
eral aid in the misfortunes of the epi- 
demic which hag befallen that state but 
emphasizes the necessity for national 
quarantine. 

Under our present incompetent sys- 
tem each state and each community in 
each state goes shambling in the pres- 
ence of epidemic, treating the matter 
as though other states and other com- 
munities had no interest in it. Yet, 
when the epidemic reaches that point 
where it becomes impossible of local 
control, then the burden is thrown upon 


for aid, when the most effective work 
could have been done by an organized 
and systematic control of the whole 
question in its incipiency. 

The preservation of the public health 
is too important a matter to be left to 
chance vigilance or the limited means 
of any local community. The presence of 
an epidemic disturbs not only the seat 
of its existence, but spreads much be- 
yond it, demoralizing business for a 
hundred mites, stopping travel and cre- 
ating consternation. A few cases of 
fever here and there, really unimportant 
in themselves, and often without fatal- 
ity, become so enlarged as to affect 
whole states and whole sections. 

It is principally for averting these 
conditions that national quarantine be- 
comes necessary. It should be made 
the province of the United States to 
ferret out the focii of an epidemic and 
to confine it within the narrowest 
bounds possible, thus giving immunity 
to the- rest of the country and preserv- 
ing business from the needless scares 
which too often afflict it. 

One of the states which should, be 
most interested in this question is Mis- 
sissippi, and yet her officials one year 
ago fought with all their might against 
the establishment of a national quar- 
antine. 

There can be no question of states’ 
rights in this matter, as is so much 
feared by strict constructionists. There 
certainly can be no more fear of the 
loss of states’ rights in controlling an 
epidemic than there isin bringing in na- 
tional aid to repair its ravages after it 
has passed the danger point. 
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He Always Shows Results. 

Coincident with news of an attack of 
apoplexy there is sent out from Cleve- 
land a story to the effect that Senator 
Kyle, of South Dakota, has gone over 
to the republican party. The senator 
from South Dakota went to Cleveland 
for the purpose of consulting with Mark 
Hanoa; while there he was stricken 
down by this illness, and he is recorded 
as being still a very ill man. 

The announcement of his, Kyle's, 
“conversion” is sent through the repub- 
lican papers and is given headlines 
which would seem to indicate that the 
able editors in charge of the make-up of 
these papers regarded it an important 
piece of news. As a matter of fact, in 
so doing they only write down their 
own ignorance. For this is no new 
conversion. ‘True, Kyle was first sent 
to the senate as a populist and received 
the support of the silver men generally, 
but he was re-elected to his present 
term by republicans, and in his election 
received the active and substantial as- 
sistance of National Chairman Hanna, 
who made no secret of the deal he had 
consummated. 

Kyle is put down as an independent, 
but ever since his second election the 
republicans have been able to count 
upon him whenever they desired. He 
declared himself for the republican tar- 
iff bill at the time when it was thought 
the fate of that measure was in doubt, 
and there has never been a time since 
then when he was not, for all practical 
purposes, counted with the republicans. 

Literally, he is, so far as his home 


tv, for even the men who voted for him 
have no respect for him. Kyle's case 
of sell-out was too apparent to fool any- 
body. Whether he has said he had 
gone over body and breeches to the re- 
publicans or not makes no difference. 
Hanna can count on him whenever he is 
needed. 

As a political manager Hanna is a 
success. He pays well, it fis true, but 
one thing certain is that he is always 
able to show results. A senator who 
can pose. as an independent and yet 
who can be counted on as “all right,” 
ought to be a pretty valuable posses- 
sion, 

The Indian Outbreak. 

There is good reason to believe from 
recent dispatches that the Indian out- 
break in Minnesota will noi prove of 
serious consequence. At first it was 
feared that the whole Indian peopulation 
of the northwest might be concerned 
in the affair, but the latest information 
from the scene of the disturbance fails 
to warrant this apprehension. 

General Bacon, commander of the de- 
partment of the Dakotas, with severty- 
five or @ighty veteran fighters uuder 
him, has apparently succeeded in quell- 
ing the disturbance, tnougy at tbe sac- 
rifice of several valuable lives. Genera 
tacon, as well as the gallant detach- 
ment’of trained regulars who accom- 
panied him on the expedition, had just 
returned from Santiezo when orders 
were received for them to start imme- 
diately for Leech lake, in the northern 
part of Minnescta, where it was stated 
that certain tribes of Chippewa Indians 
were in revelt. They arrived upon the 
scene in good time and immediately en- 
gaged the iostile indians in combat 
with the result which we have already 
anticipated. Other detachments =~ of 
troops have since been sent to the dis- 
affected area with instructions to remain 
there until quiet is completely restored. 
Consequently there is little ground for 
further uneas nega. 

Only one tribe of Chippewa Indians 
appears to have beocn concerned in the 
recent disturbance, viz, the Pillager 
tribe, which owes ifs name to the tre- 
quent depredations committed by it in 
years past and isone of the most unruly 
tribes of the northwest. In spite of the 
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the rest of the country by_an appeal. 


state is concerned, a man without a par-* 
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on the part of Christian wissionaries, 
the members of thi3 tribe have persist- 
entiy refused to exchange barbarism for 
civilization except in matters of the 
most trivial character. With respect to 
the cause of the late outvreak, various 
explanations have been cited, one of the 
principal ones being whisky. We do 
not doubt that wnisky may have played 
its part in the affair, but we cannot be- 
lieve that whisky is the sole, or even 
the main, cause of the outbreak of the 
Pillager tribe. Several years ago the 
government undertook to remove the 
Indian tribes then living in the neigh- 
borhood of Leech lake to some wother 
point further north, agreeing to pay 
them well for any improvements which 
they might perchance Itave rehind., 
Most of the Indian tribes acquiesced 
promptly in this arrangement, no:with- 
standing the attachment which they 
felt for the associations of Leech lake, 
but the Pillagers offered strong 1esist- 
ance. When the government sought to 
remove forcibly such members of the 
tribe as refused to depart voluntarily 
United States marshals wére sent to 
Leech lake to take them in hand. This 
naturally aroused the spirit of the Pil- 
lagers, who considered themselves most 
harshly treated by the government, and 
events succeeded each other until final- 
ly the crisis was reached in the outbreak 
of the past week. We are authorized @o 
believe that the outbreak was superin- 
duced by the causes which we have just 
narrated from certain statements recent- 
ly made in The New York Herald by 
Mr. John B. Bottineau, of Washtngton, 
D. C. Mr. Bottineau comes of Chip 
pewa Ixdian stock and claims to be 
thoroughly conversant with the situa- 
tion in the northwest. He says that 
difficulties have been brewing in the 
neighborhood of Leech lake for several 
years past, and that the presence of 
United states marshals in that neighbor- 
hood for the purpose of forcibly carry- 
ing out the government’s designs is un- 
doubtedly responsible for the whole 
affair. 

Of course, it seems unjust from the 
superficial point of view for the gov- 
ernment to interfere with the Indian 
tribes in this arbitrary manner, but 
the safety of white pioneer residents 
in the northwest renders it necessary 
for something of the kind to be done. 
Had the Pillagers voluntarily withdrawn 
from the neighborhood of Leech lake, 
as did the other tribes, to the larger 
reservation provided for them at White 
Earth, there would have been no un- 
pleasantness; but resistance could only 
be met with severe measures. Perhaps 
the government, through ignorance of 
the character of the Pillagers, has fail- 
ed to manage negotiations with them 
in the proper manner, and we are par- 
tially inclined to believe that such is 
the case. If the government should 
study to better advantage the peculiari- 
ties of the modern Indian tribes in the 
northwest and treat with, them some- 
what differently better results would be 
obtained. We are glad that the dis- 
turbance in Minnesota seems to be ef- 
fectually quelled, and we hope that 
there will be no further outbreaks in 
that quarter. ‘ ! 
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Light Projectiles Did the Work. 


Information which has lately come to 
hand from official sources shows that in 
spite of the superior marksmanship of 
our sailors in the recent naval engage- 
ment at Santiago, only 3 per cent of the 
shots fired from our battleships touched 
the enemy’s fleet. Of this compara- 
tively small number of successful shots, 
almost the entire lot of them consisted 
of six-pound projectiles. In almost every 
instance the heavy projectiles fell short 
of the mark. 

In the following table the fizures are 
given showing the number of shots 
which took effect upon each one of the 
Spanish warships: 
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From the foregoing table it appears 
that the bulk of the gwork in the naval 
engagement at Santiago was not only 
performed by the six-pound projectiles, 
but that not one of the heavy thirteen- 
inch projectiles took effect. This dis- 
closure will, no doubt, call forth radical 
changes in the equipment of our war- 
ships, resulting in the substitution of 
light guns for heavy ones. 
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Some Criticisms. 

It is evident that much of the criti- 
cism being hurled at the commission 
now engaged inthe thankless task of in- 
vestigating the war department is un- 
just. Because the witnesses who have 
so fer testified have been, in a sense, 
on the defensive, is certainly no fault 
of the commission; and if those wit- 
nesses chodse to puncture some of the 
sensational charges that have from time 
to time crept into the newspapers, that 
is no good reason why the gentlemen 
who are sitting as a court of inquiry 
should be charged indiscriminately with 
a desire to whitewash. 

Nor should the commission be blamed 
because the quarters assigned to its use 
are so small that the general public has 
to be excluded from the hearings. If 
there is blame for this, it does not be- 
long to the men who have accepted the 
invitation of the president.and who are 
honestly attempting to find, out what 
was wrong and where the blame for it 
belongs. 

Much of the criticism contained in the 
newspapers, particularly in some of 
those published in New York, is. in our 
opinion, uncalled for, but in a sense it 
was to he expected. Appointed as it was 
by the president, whose administration 
is under investigation, the commission 
would have had, even under the most 
favorable circumstances, hard work con- 
vincing the public that there was to be 


‘nothing in the nature of a whitewash. 


It would have been wise in view of this 
had the authorities placed at the disposal 
of the commission ample quarters so 
that the public in general and the news- 
papers in particular, could have been 
taken wholly in the confidence of the 
commission and could have heard for 
themselves testimony of all the wit- 
nesses. 

Not that this testirgony is in any sal- 
ient particular kept from the public. So 
far as the legitimate desires of the r@&d- 
ers of the papers are concerned, the fa-

| cilities offered the press are ample; but 


under the circumstances it would have ; 
been infinitely better had there been not 
a semblance of star chamber methods. 
In justice to those under investigation, 
and especially in justice to the commis- 
sion, everything calculated to depreciate 
the integrity of the commission’s work 
should have been avoided. Everything 
that gives opportunity for criticism does 
have that tendency. 

The personnel of the commission is 
such that no fair man tan question the 
honest desire of the members to get at 
the facts. There is much talk of “star 
chamber” methods and whitewash ten- 
dencies which would have been avoided 
if the doors had been thrown open and 
the public had been permitted to play 
the part of audience at the proceedings. 

Holland’s International Congress. 

While the festivities incident to the 
coronation of Queen Wilhelmina of Hol- 
land were in progress several days ago 
in Amsterdam there met in the gay 
Dutch capital one of the most important 
convocations Of recent years, but on ac- 
count of the spectacular interest attach- 
ing to the former event there are few 
people outside of the purely scientific 
circles of Europe and America who have 
taken any notice of the latter. 

We do not use words lightly when 
we say that the gathering of which we 
speak was one of the most important of 
recent years. Without the least exag- 
geration we might go even further and 
say that few gatherings of modern times 
have been fraught with greater conse- 
quences to the cause of truth, in the 
historical sense of that term, than the 
recent gathering in Amsterdam. Some 
of the most distinguished men of Eu- 
rope constituted its personnel and par- 
ticipated in its deliberations; while the 
purpose which brought them together 
was to devise plans for the more thor- 
ough investigation, discussion and pres- 
ervation of important diplomatic and in- 
ternational transactions. In -order to 
compass this design the subject matter 
before the body was divided into four 
parts, one relating to diplomatic inter- 
ests. in general, one relating to the 
diplomatic history of western Europe, 
one relating to the diplomatic history of 
the Ottoman empire and one relating to 
the diplomatic history of the Indies and 
the orient. Enough progress was made 
in the work of this extraordinary as- 
semblage to warrant its. members in 
making its organization permanent and 
in giving it the name of the internation- 
al congress of history and diplomacy. 
Another gathering will be held next 
year at.some convenient point, and the 
work mapped out at the recent gather- 
ing will then be taken up with increased 
interest. 

Of course the scope of this movement 
is entirely too broad for ordinary men 
to trifle with; but from the character of 
the personnel of the recent gathering 
in Amsterdam we are confident in pre- 
dicting that it will be fruitful of good 
results,

Doctors in the Army. 

The investigation now in progress as 
to the conduct of the medical, commis- 
sary and quartermaster departments 
during the late war has brought out 
the fact that much of the trouble com- 
plained of has been due to what might 
be called the “uppity’’ conduct of cer- 
tain medical officers. 

It was related, for instance, by Gen- 
eral Wheeler in extenuation of a cer- 
tain doctor’s conduct at Montauk that 
he was probably a little too much con- 
cerned about his. rank. From other 
sources have come the complaints that 
some of the army phvsicians were inore 
concerned about getting the salutes 
which belonged to them as line officers 
than in bringing to the sick soldiers 
that comfort and sympathy which 
should accompany the physician, 

If there is no other way to remind 
these gentlemen that they are in the 
army as physicians and not as Officers, 
it would, perhaps, better to take 
away their military titles altogether. 
It is ‘hardly necessary that a physician 
in the army should be a lieutenant or 
even a captain, and it certainly is true 
that shoulder straps do not make him 
any more accomplished in his profes- 
sion. 

The medical department of the army 
is too important to became afflicted 
with the disease of officialdom. Its 
members should cultivate those humane 
qualities which enfer into the true phy- 
sician, rather than the arts of the rere 
military martinets who become. offend- 
ed when a private does not right about 
facé and salute.

In the East. 

The presence of United States men-of- 
war in Chinese waters at this time is 
calculated not only to open the eyes of 
the eastern world to the fact that this 
government is going to protect its citi- 
zens out there, but it will be taken by 
the world at large as meaning that now 
we have greater interest than ever be- 
fore in Chinese affairs and propose to 
be a- factor in their solution. 

Whether the dowager empress did or 
did not red-hot-poker the figure head 
emperor is not certain; but it is certain 
that affairs in China are in pretty bad 
shape, and that sooner or later a crisi8 
will be reached. There has been much 
serious consideration by European pow- 
ers of partitioning out China among 
themselves, and it does not require a 
wide stretch of the imagination to reach 
the belief that the time when that will 
be attempted is approaching. When it 
comes, a power which has _ not 
been heretofore taken into consideration 
will have to be reckoned with, and the 
sending of our warships into Chinese 
waters at this time is notice to that ef- 
fect. 

With a foothold in the Philippines, 
the interest of this country in the af- 
fairs of the east become greater than 
ever before, and we are in infinitely bet- 
ter shape to protect and look after those 
interests than at any previous time in 
our history. Until the treaty of peace is 
finally signed, things must necessarily 
be in a somewhat nebulous state, but 
whatever the-final terms, there can be 
no questhon that the foothold will be 
retained. 

It is in view of this that the action 
of the president in sending the Boston 
and the Petrel into Chinese waters is of 
particular significance. There may be 
no need of these vessels for fighting, 
but even if there is not, they will have 
served an important purpose in giving 
notice to the rest of the world that the 
United States proposes to have a say- 
so in eastern affairs. Dewey’s guns 
at Manila opened up a new world.

HALL WAS CROWDED 10 DOURS 
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There Was Great Enthusiasm and Orators 
Recelved Ovations, 
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MEETING OF PURELY SOCIAL NATURE 


Final Gathering Was Had Last Night. 


Statements of Officers Show That 
Condition of Organizations 
Is Better Than Ever 
Before. 
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© Big meeting of railroad employ- 
* ees held here yestérday was largely 
* attended by delegates. 


DELEGATES oF THE RAILWAY 
Brotherhoods of the southeast to the creat 
federation meetings which were held in 
Atlanta had possession of the.town yés- 
terday. The delegates were here in large 
numbers and orange-colored badges were 
seer on all sides. 

Three grand chiefs of three of the great 
railway brotherhoods were in the citv and 
their presence and the meeting of the fed- 
eration of Railway Employees wag the at- 
traction. 

The grand chiefs who were in the cliy 
yesterday and who spoke to the members 
of the brotherhoags were E. E. Clark, 
grand chief of the Order of Railway Con- 
ductors: Frank P. Sargent, grand master 
of the Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen, 
and P. H. Morrisey, grand master of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen. 

Grand Chief Powell, of the Order of Rail- 
way Telegraphers, who was to have been 
present, was called to Little Rock, Ark.. 
on account of the serious illness of his 
father, and was for this reason prevented 
from reaching Atlanta in time for the 
gathering. 

The meeting yesterday afternoon was one 
of the largest meetings of railway em- 
ployees which has ever been held in At- 
lanta and was of a most enthusiastic na- 
ture. The meeting was held in the Knights 
of Pythias hall at the corner of Alabama 
pre prc aoh pret. an@? this large hall 

e doors. A brotherly 
feeling was prevalent among the delegates 
and locd] members and as a result the 
meeting was of a most pleasant nature. 

The object of the gathering of the rail- 
way employees in Atlanta, as announced 
by the officers of the different orders. was 
purely social. No business was transact- 
ed at the meeting -yesterday afternoon 
and last night, and only matters of inter- 
est to the members of the Federation of 
Railway Employees and railroad men were 
discussed. The meetings were for the pur- 
pose of bringing the members of the va- 
rious organ‘zations together and in this 
way carry out the objects of the Federa- 
tien of Railway Employees. 

Yesterday morning each of thé different 
organiations represented in the federa- 
tion held meetings in thelr respective halls 
These meetings were secret and business of 
interest to the members was * this time 
discussed, These meetings, however, were 
not considered of a business nature and 
were to give the different members an op- 
pertuniiy to exchange ideas and to obtain 
the benefit of the views of yisiting mem- 
hers. 

The officers of the Atlanta Federation of 
Railwiy Employees are well pleased with 
the result of the meeting yesterday after- 
noon, The large attendance of both visi- 
tors and local members was extremely 
gratifying to them and their most sanguine 
hopes were realizéd. The meeting was a 
sluiccess in every of the word and 
the members of the federation feel that it 
will be of great benefit to them. 

Meeting Yesterday Afternoon. 

The meeiing heid yesterday. afternoon 
was for the purpose of giving the members 
of the organizations an opportunity so hear 
their grand chiefs discourse on m. s of 
jnterest relative to the various ofganiza- 
tions. President M. H. Mahan of the fed- 
eraion, called the meeting to order at 3 
oe‘clock and in a few words stated its ood- 
ject. He said they were gathered to hear 
the words of wisdom which would be 
Fpeken to them by their grand chiefs. 
They had watched the growth and progress 
or the organizations which they represent- 
ed, he said, and would be able to talk on 
interesting lines and give valuable informa- 
tion 

He then introduced to the gathering 
Grand Master Clark, of the Order of Rail- 
way Conductors. 

Grand Master Clark Speaks. 

Grand Master Clark said he had visited 
Atlanta on numerous occasions and had 
been met by both city and state officials, 
but this visit had been a pleasing change 
from the ordinary programme and he was 
met by megabers of the great railway 
employees’ organizations. .It would be 
tiresome, he said, to give statistics showing 
the growth of the organizations and to dis- 
play the great benefit which they had heen 
to the members. They were at present 
in‘a better, more prosperous and healthier 
condition than ever before in their history. 
They ha@ undertaken: by the exercise of 
united co-operative efforts to accomplish 
those things which are impossible when at- 
tempted by individuals. The organizations 
had accomplished many things for their 
members and although the question was 


sense 


asked by outsiders, ‘“‘what has been done. 


and what are the benefits?’ they aad given 
full value received ta every member and 
had preached and talked to those who 
were not members the principles of sobri- 
ety, fidelity, charity and brotherly love and 
had elevated the standard of the railway 
employees in the United States. 

“If we could drive from humanity selfish- 
ness, there would be no need of our organ- 
ization, there would be no need of churches, 
for the millennium would be here,’’ said he. 
“One of our principal objects is to try and 
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suppress this inordinate selfishness and do* 


«he greatest good to the greatest number. 
There are discouragements and obstacles 
to overcome, but on the whole thére is be- 
ing carrieYqn all the time a steady prog- 
ress of the cause of labor. There has 
never been any organization that has bulld- 
ed for itself a better reputation than that 
possessed by the railroad organizations of 
America. Under the alliance of the four 
organizations which has recently taken 
place there is no doubt of what wil! be ac- 
complished. It is expected that they will 
cement their influence and push the move- 
ment until these organizations will remah 
foremost and forward, no matter 
what progress has been obtained by other 
organizations.” 

He spoke of the power of labor organiza- 
tions in Atlanta and pointed to the elec- 
tion of J. G. Woodward mayor of Atlar.ta 
as the result of the united efforts of labor 
organiations. It proved to him that labor 
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P, H. MORRISEY, 
Grand Master of the Order of Railway 
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of their condition before organization and 
pointed to their present condition. 

“You will meet croakers and men who 
will rail at your organization. They will 


ask you what good labor organizations have ! 


done for railroad men. Point out to them 
the present conditions as compared with 
previous. Point out to them the better 
wages and the shorter hours. These things 
have brightened many homes and have 
made the character of railroad men better 
and more appreciable to the public.” 

He spoke of the great industrial depres- 
sion which the country had just expe- 
rienced and said that but for the fact that 
abor was organized it would never have 
been able to have stood this wave of de- 
pression. 

He said that great corporations were tak- 
ing the places of the small roads and he 
would like to see some individual brake- 
man or conductor get his wages raised by 
one of these corporations through ‘his own 
influence. Those who operate railroads, 
he said, were expected to Keep running 
expenses down, and they would not in- 
crease the expenses unless it could abso- 
lutely be demonstrated that it was to their 
interest and altogether necessary, and this 
demonstration could not be made by one 
man. This, he said, caused the need of 
organizations among railroad men, and the 
railroad federation was better able to meet 
these conditions than anything else. He 
favored each organization encouraging and 
benefiting the other. 


Mayor-Elect Woodward Speaks. 
._Mayor-elect J. G. Woodward was called 
on for a few remarks and was presented to 
the meeting as a representative of labor 
and as having been elected to his high of- 
fice through the efforts of the laboring peo- 
ple of Atlanta. 

Mr. Woodward said he had not expected 
to make a speech on this occasion, but 
was present at the meeting purely as an 
onloeker and as an invited guest. He said 
it had been his proud privilege to belong 
to a labor organization for the past thirty 
years and it gave him pleasure to meet 
with the federation of railroad employees 
and see them as organized labor. He said 
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he had at all times alded labor when it 
had been in his power and would like to see 
not only the railroad organizations, but 
every labor organization on earth get to- 
gether and work together. 

Daniel Speaks for Powell. 

President Mahan announced to the meet- 
ing that by reason of being called to 
Arkansas on account of illness in his fam- 
liv that Mr W  V. Powell, grand chief 
of the Order of Railroad Telegraphers, had 
been prevented from attending the meet- 
ing. He said The federation regretted the 
absence of Mr. Powell and hoped that the 
members will have the pleasure of méet- 
ing him upon a later occasion. 

“We have with us today, however,” said 
President Mahan, ‘‘a representative of the 
Order of Railroad Telegraphers and its 
grand chief in the person of Mr. Charles 
Daniel, of Atlanta, who is chairman of 
the grand executive committee of that 
organization.and who is secretary of the 
Atlanta Federation of Railway Employees. 
He will say a few words to you as the 
representative of Grand Chief Powell.” 

Mr. Daniel] said: ‘‘l have been commis- 
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people were putting their own men in. of- 
fice. 

“You all know the mission we seek .to 
perform and the fact that you are here to- 
day shows you are willing to do your duty. 
Little things and little efforts put these or- 
ganizations to the front and anything you 
do aids in the advancement. The organi- 
zations have never attempted to gain an 
advantage at the expense of any one. We 
Started at the ground and dug our own 
foundation; we laid our own foundation 
stones and have builded up brick by brick. 
We have builded substantially and for all 
time to come, even unto eternity.” 

Grand Master Morrisey Heard. 

President Mahan next introduced to 
gathering Grand Master Morrisey, of 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, 
was enthusiastically greeted. 

He said it gave him great pleasure to be 
able to address such a large gathering of 
railroad labor men in this section of the 
country, and said that the large gathering 
spoke well for the future of the organiza- 
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tions. He was always glad to see membDers 
of the different organizations meet under 
the same roof; it gave them a better op- 
portunity to get closer together and heart 
to heart. They had heard from tne orator 
preceding him of the principles and benefits 
of the organizations and there was nothing 
left for him to do but to tell something 
ot the history of the organizations. 

He then gate a brief history of the labor 
organizations ofAmerica and said the begin- 
ning of labor organizations dated back ai- 
most two centuries. The best history of the 
movement was furnished by the English 
people. The origin of the labor movement 
in America was obscure and little was 
known of it. It “was said to have been 
started by the bakers in New York city in 
1741, when they went on a strike. The 
Boston Tea Party was said to have been 
organized in the meeting room of the ship 
calkers’ union. ¢'he real formative period 
of American labor was from 1825 to 1840. 
Railroad organization dated from the or- 
ganization of the Brotherhood of Locomo- 
tive Engineers. The movement among rail- 
road employees had attracted considerable 
attention, 

He egaid that the condition of the rail- 
road men since organizing was far better 
than it had been prévious to that time, 
and he pointed out instances where they 
had been forced tu work for low wages 
and on long hours and had been given no 
consideration whatever. He made an exam- 
ple principally of the brakemen and told 
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sioned by the grand chief of my organi- 
zation to represent him upon this ausplc- 
ious occasion and to say to you that he 
regrets exceedingly his inability to be with 
you teday. I received notice of this honor 
only a short time ago, and I shal) not at- 
tempt to do much miore than to represent 
chief executive by my presence and 
will leave to the .able executive officers 
of the other brotherhoods who are with 
us the field of speech making. They will 
tell you of the purposes and principles of 
these organizations, and will explain why 
the railroad men are gathered here today 
in such magnificent numbers and in a 
spirit of unity and good will toward each 
other. 

“However, I desire to take this occasion 
to express, on behalf of the federation. 
the feeling of pleasure and gratification 
that is uppermost in our minds at this 
splendid meeting of railroad men. This oc- 
casion is one of great interest to our 
members and to the visitors and distin- 
guished guests here today. I desire to ex- 
tend cordial greetings and words of wel- 
come on behalf of the railroad telegra- 
phers in addition to the welcome extended 
you by our president and by the mayor- 
elect of Atlanta, Mr. Woodward. 

“IT say to you tiat this federation has 
accomplished some of the purposes for 
which it wag formed, and this meeting 
today iS an illustration of the truth of 
that statement. In our declaration of 
purposes and principles it is set forth 
that this federation is formed for the pur- 
pose of meeting all railway employees and 
members of the organizations composing 
it and for the purpose of forming an alli- 
ance for the mutual advancement and 
protection of the interests of the railway 
employees and members of the orders here 
and to elevate the _ social, 
moral and intellectual condition of the 
members. Much of this purpose has cer- 
tainly been accomplished in the fact that 
there is in this hall members of every or- 
ganization in the federation dwelling in 
harmony and good will; and in the further 
fact that by such unity of action and 
feeling there must come that protection 
and security and success in obtaining the 
rights which are due the organized rail- 
road employees. We must certainly be 
benefited by the thoughtful words of our 
leaders in these organizations who have 
preceded and who wil] follow meé, and | 
believe this federation has much to be 
proud of in the accomplishment of this 
successful meeting. 

“On behalf of the organization I am 
here to represent in an humble way, I 
desire to pledge our continued loyalty to 
and support of the agreement between the 
organizations forming a national federa- 
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tion out of which this local federation 
takes its existence. And I want to con- 
gratulate the executive officers here for 
having used their good judgment and ex- 
perienced labor in forming the National 
Federation of Railway employees. This 
federation and unity among the railroad 
men has benefited the Order of Railroad 
Telegraphers materially. Our organization 
bas been characterized by one of the 
speakers here this afternoon as the baby 
Organization. It is true we are the young- 
est organization of the federated orders. 
I have been told babies are to be seen 
and not heard, but I want to say that we 
are fast growing out of our babyhood 
stage. and under the splendid influences 
of federation and the support and advice 
of these older orders We are rapidly fors- 
ing to the front and to full development 
and strength ef manhood.

Grand Master Frank P. Sargent, of the 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Firemen, was 
introduced to the meeting by the president 
and proved himself an interesting and elo- 
quent speaker.

than in the south, and in no city has 
this been more marked than in Atlanta.

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OPPOSITION HAS ARISEN TO THE 
propcsed removal of the Third Baptist 
church from its present location on Jones 
avenue to Luckies and Harris streets, as 
has been planned. 

The opposition, it is said, has been in ex- 
istence since the first efforts were mad to 
erect a new house of worship and change 
the location of the building, but it has been 
within the last few days that any determ- 
ined effort has been made to blo@k the re- 
moval of the church. 

A petition is now being circulated among 
members of the Third Baptist church, ask- 
ing thar the present building on Jones 
avenue be allowed to remain, and that if 
the new church is built on Luckie street, 
the members of che present church 
who desire to retain the old building as 
their house of worship be permitted to 
do so. 

Dr. L. G. Broughton, pastor of the Third 
Baptist church, has been anxious, since 
his connection with the church, to erect 
a new building, for several reasons, all of 
which he has explained to his congrega- 
tion. He claims that the present building 
is ¢oo small, and also objects to its loca- 
tion on account of the noise of trains, as 
the present building is only a few feet 
from the railroad yards of the Southern, 
Seaboard Air-Line and Western and At- 
lantic. Last night in his sermon he was 
compelled to stop talking while a lumber- 
ing and puffing train passed, and he re- 
ferred to the incident as one of/the princi- 
pal reasons why he had «6o earnestly agi- 
tated the movement to change locations. 

There are members of the church, how- 
éver, among whom are aeacors, who say 
that they have worshiped in the present 
building for nearly a quarter of a century, 
and that they have been active workers 
for the good of the cause. They oppose 
the moving of the church, yet they say 
that Dr. Broughton and all members who 
wish may build a church on Luckie street, 
so long as they do not sell the present 
building or urge that the entire member- 
ship go to the new building. These mem- 
bers, and it is claimed by some that they 
are in the minority, say that the field of 
labor is much better at the present loca- 
tion than it would be in the proposed 
location of the new church, and they say 
that if the church moved to Luckie 
street, end the present building torn away, 
there would be no church on the west 
side, with the exception of the SixthRB ap- 
tist, which is far removed from the 
of the present buildine, thu&S leaving a large 
territory of the city without a Baptist 
church.

THURMAN PROPERTY 


Will of the Late Dr. Thorman To Be 
Discussed by Lawyers. 


A QUESTION OF HIS SANITY 


It Is Claimed That He Was of Unsound 
Mind When Will Was Signed. 


THAT IS THE ISSUE BEFORE THE COURT 


Many Witnesses Will Be Heard and 
Expert Testimony Will Be In- 
troduced for Evidence. 
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Fight over the will of the late 
Dr. Thurman to be taken up in the 
superior court this morning. 
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THE CONTEST OVER THE WILL OF 
the late Dr. F. D. Thurman will be 
taken up this week in the superior court. 
This will be the most important case to 
come up during the week and it has now 
become one of wide reputation. The prop- 
erty which is being contested over is vaiued 
at about $100,000, and owing to the construc- 
tion of the will, Mrs. Thurman, the widow 
of the late Dr. Thurman, was left a life 
estate in the property. Claims are made 
that he was unduly influenced and was not 
of sound mind when the will was made. 

The case was taken up in the court last 
week, but as a large number of witnesses 
will be heard on the question ‘of the san- 
ity of the late Dr. Thurman, it is expected 
this week will be entirely consumed in 
the hearing of the evidence. 

The will was first contested before Or- 
dinary Hulsey. This was soon after the 
death of Dr. Thurman, but Judge Hulsey 
decided the case in favor of Mrs. Florence 
A. Underwood, who 1s one of the contest- 
ing parties against Mrs. Thurman. Mrs. 
Underwood was left a good portion of the 
estate and at the death of Mrs. Thurman 
was left the bulk of it. Mrs. Underwe 
is a cousin of Dr, Thurman. 

Some important evidence was heard at 
that portion of the trial which took place 
last week, and this wiil be continued to- 
day. it is claimed by the pu.aintiffs that 
br, Thurman was not of sound mind; that 
he was peculiar some time before his death, 
and an ardent believer in filyjng machines. 

The issue is on Dr. Thurman’s mental 
condition at the time he made the will, 
which is dated October 8 1592. ‘ne will 
is as follows: 

The Thurman Will. 


“State of Georgia, kulton County. 
the hame of God. Amen. 

“I, #. DD. ‘khurman, of the state and 
county aforesaid, renuuncing ail otver wiils 
maue Dy me, dO make and declare this as 
my iaSt Wil and testament. 

“Many years ago l gave my wife a will 
giving ner all 1 may possess. at the time 
otf my death, and about four or five years 
ago she insisted so strongly that we should 
leave all finally to a certain educational 
institution, and being anxious to please 
her, 1 executed a will to that effect, giv- 
ing all to said institutute and nothing to 
individuals, and ever since that time I have 
been .trying ¢o feei reconciled to said will, 
as I am anxious to do as my wife wishes. 

“My wife has deeds from me to lots 38 
and 60 Whitehall street and to our home 
place on West Peachtree, corner of Fifth 
and Sixth streets, and I think these (being 
worth about $109,000) are enough to dp to 
said institute. After my death she can 
write a will leaving lots 58 and 60 and our 
home place as she may like. I have a 
cousin who lives a life of grief, almost un- 
bearable on account of afflictions of a dear, 
Sweet, precious ana only daughter, and I 
am anxious to relieve her as far as may be 
by having her feel that there will be no 
probability of her child’s ever feeling the 
WwW: ant of life’s comforts. 

‘Therefore the following is my last will: 

“Item 1. I give unto my wife all I may 
possess at the time of my death during her 
natur il life time. 

“Item 2. I give, after my wife’s death, 
unto e ach of my brothers and sisters $3,000. 
In cases where any of my brothers or sis- 
ters are or may be dead, their lawful chil- 
dren will be entitled to the $3,000. 

“Item 3. I give all of the remainder unto 
my cousin, Mrs. Florence A. Underwood, 
and if she should not be living, her children 
will be entitled to it. I will not say how 
the children shall divide it, as the dear 
boys, with love and care and sgolicitude 
second only to their mother’s, will do what 
is proper. 

‘There is no need of an executor to this 
will, as the parties at interest can easily 
fix things. When my wife and I meet ina 
future state of existence, I have no doubt 
that she will think as I do about it, and 
then all will be well. 

“Signed, sealed, published and declared 
in our presence by F. D. Thurman age his 
last will and testament and in his presence 
and in the presence of each of us We sub-

GRAND JURY a” CONVENE. 


A Session To Be Held ‘Secinieihine to 
the Term of the Criminal Court 
Next Week. 

The grand jury of the county will con- 
vene’ this week and take up the criminal 
cases that are awaiting investigation. Many 
prisoners are in the county jail who have 
not’ been ihdicted by che grand jury, and 
the facts leading to the incarceration of 
these will be taken up by the grand jury 
and the cases investigated. The criminal 
court of the county has been announced 
to convene on Monday, the 17th, and Judge 
Qandler will at this time begin to clear 
the jail, which has for a month been over- 
crowded with prisoners. He will be ready 
to take up the indictments found by the

There are a large number 
of those in the jail against whom there is 
no direct proof, but are suspected by the 
police, and these will have an opportunity 
to explain before the jury. 

The true bills that are returned will be 
tried before Judge’ Candler when he holds 
the criminal court of the county on today 
a week, and the session of the court will 
be logg and one filled with excitement, as 
the evidence in many of the important 
crimes committed since the last few months 
will be brought out.

Last Saturday a 
Fifth infantry was kept at work removing 
the second row of tents on the drill field, 
all of which have been vacant for some 
time.

The fact that no buildings adapted to 
the purpose of hospital work are available 
at the post has been one of the greatest 
Qrawbacks to the work of the surgeons, 
and is responsible for much of the critli- 
cism that as been directed against the 
management, it is said.

Dulla@ines To Be Permanent. 

The ten new pavillon hospitals on which 
work will begin today will be of a per- 
manent character, but they will be put up 
with the idea of being removed when the 
purposes of the general hospital have been 
accomplished.’ Some of them will be moved 
probably to positions adjoining the post 
hospital, where they will be used as*storage 
houses and emergency hospitals, 

The buildings will all be of wdod, but 
will be fitted with all the comforts and 
conveniences of a modern hospital. Double 
floors will be put in the hospitals so as 
to protect the vaiients who will be placed 
in them from the cold as much as pvossi- 
bie,

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MAYOR COLLIER ON 
GARBAGE PROBLEM 


He Stromgly Advocates Two Central Cre- 
matories in City.

Mayor Collier thinks two central 
crematories the best means of cut- 
ting down sanitary expenses, 
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THE COMMITTED OF THE BOARD OF 
health recently appointed to investigate 
the expenditures of the sanitary depart- 
ment, with a view to making reductions, 
if possible, has, about concluded that the 
only way to accomplish this end is to 
change the present system of hauling the 
garbage to the crematory, several miles 
from the city. It is this that is costing so 
much money, and the expenses cannot be 
cut down unless some other ar.angements 
are made about hauling the garbage, or 
establishing other crematories. 

The Southern, the Western and Atlantic 
and the Chattahoochee River Railway Com- 
panies ‘have been asked to furnish esti- 
mates for hauling the garbage to the pres- 
ent crematory. President Simmons, of the 
Chattahoochee road, is the only one whg 
has made reply. In a voluminous docu- 
ment to the board he makes a proposition 
to save the city money by hauling the gar- 
bage by electricity. The majority of the 
board of health, however, is said to be in 
favor of the establishment of a central 
crematory as the best solution of the 
problem. The matter is being agitated in 
official circles just now, and the outcome 
is likely to result in some material reduc- 
tions in public expenditures. 

Mayor Collier is a strong advocate of the 
central crematory proposition. In fact, he 
belleves there ought to be two crematories 
in the city limits. While not having fully 
investigated the proposition to haul gar- 
bage to the present plant by rail, he stated 
yesterday he believed the most satisfactory 
solution of the problem was in the central 
crematories, believing a good sum can be 
saved every year in this way. 

“I have not looked into the railroad side 
of the question,’’ said he yesterday, ‘but 
I believe the central crematory suggestion 
is by far the best. The erection of the pre-- 
ent crematory, outside the city limits, was, 
in my opinion, a great mistake. I¢ has 
caused the expenditure of thousands of 
dollars that might otherwise have been 
saved. I believe fully W per cent can be 
saved in consuming the garbage closer in. 

“The idea of having to haul garbage so 
far is absolutely foolish. Take a dump 
cart, for instance, that has to work in the 
neighborhood of the cemetery, or any- 
where in north Atlanta. It is hardly possi- 
ble for one cart to haul more than two 
loads a day. Not over 1,000 pounds of gar- 
bage can be hauled in these two loads. The 
pay of the driver is 85 cents a day, to Say 
nothing of the cost of feeding the mule, the 
wear and tear on the wagon and harness, 
and interest on the investment. At a low 
calculation, every two loads of garbage 
sent to the crematory every day costs the 
city over a dollar. Considering the enor- 
mous amount of refuse to be handled, this 
expense amounts to a considerable sum; 
and this is the only opportunity in the san- 
itary department for cutting down ex- 
penses, and the only opportunity in the 
municipal government where any consider- 
able amount can be saved. 

“One of the objections heretofore urged 
to a central crematory is that ic might 
prove a nuisance to surrounding property. 
This is a mistake. So completely does the 
fire consume the garbage in modern crem- 
atories that there is absolutely no odor or 
unpleasantness of any kind. A crematory 
could be erected in the center of the city 
and no one would ever notice any objec- 
tionable features. It would not be half as 
objectionable as some of these factories in 
the center of town. 

“TIT think two new crematories in the cen- 
ter of town would pay for themselves in 
money saved in a very shor while, and 
this 1 believe is the best way of ali others 
to save money in the’ sanitary depart- 
ment.”’ 

The board of health will meet Friday af- 
ternoon, when the crematory matter will 
be one of the most important topics for 
consideration.

WAS KILLED WHILE 
AT A NEGRO DANCE 


Willis Harper Was Shot to Dcath Sat- 
urday Night.- 


DANCE WAS AT EAST POINT 


Son Sargeant, a Negro, Is Charged 
with Killing Harper. 


THE DEAD NEGRO HAB MANY FRIENDS 


Coroner Stamps Held an Inquest Yes- 
terday Morning and It Is Thought 
Other Arrests Will Follow.

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WILLIS HARPER, A NEGRO MAN, 
was shot to death during a negro ball at 
East Point Saturday night, and Son Sar- 
geant, also a negro, is now in Fulton 
county jail charged with complicity in the 
murder. It is the opinion of the officials 
that a number of negroes were engaged in 
the killing of. Harper, and it is thought 
that a number of other arrests will follow. 

Coroner Stamps held an inquest yester- 
day morning over the remains of the mur- 
dered negro. The inquest was secret and 
the members of the jury and the coroner 
réfuse to divulge either the verdict or the 
evidence. It is the opinion of officials, 
however, that. the negro who did the act- 
nal firing has escaped and efforts are now 
being made to apprehend him. 

Son Sargeant, it is stated, 
because the evidence at the coroner’s jury 
developed the fact that he had gone home 
from the ball without his coat, not fre- 
turning for it until yesterday morning. 
The marshal of East Point, however, tele- 
phoned to the police barracks at 2 o’clock 
yesterday morning to have Sargeant ar- 
rested in case he had come to Atlanta, 
demonstrating that he was strongly sus- 
pected of the murder prior to the assem- 
blings of the coroner’s jury. 

The murder occurred on what is known 
as North Row, in East Point, at the home 
of Sally Breneck, a negro woman. The 
negroes assembled there by invitation ear- 
ly in the night and immediately, 
stated, began drinking. It was not 
it is said, before many of them 
drunk, and then the quarreling 
ced, 

Shortly before midnight the. row began, 
A number of the negroes had razors, and 
others were armed with pistols. A number 
of shots were fired, but the only negro 
who was shot was Willis Harper. Three 
pistol balls entered his body, and he died 
almost immediately. The marshal of East 
Point was notified by persons attracted to 
the scene by the sound of the firing, and 
he at once weat to the home of the Bre- 
neck woman. 

The rioting, however, had by that time 
stopped, and the negroes, seeing that Har- 
per had been murdered. fled. 

Harper was a quiet and inoffensive ne- 
ero, and had many friends among the white 
people. He lived north of East Point, near 
the Cold Spring ’cue grounds. He was not 
know to have any enemies, and for this 
reason the officers are inclined to believe 
that the murder was the outcome of drink- 
ing rather than the outcome of a desire 
for revenge 

Son Sergeant, the negro who is charged 
with complicity in the affair, was brought 
to the Fulton county jail last night shortly 
after 8 o’clock, and during the night made 
the following statement: 

“T know nothing at all of the affair. Wil- 
lis Harper and I were good friends, and 
have never had a cross word. I was at the 
ball given by Sally Breneck, and I was 
drinking some with the rest, but I did not 
have a pistol with me. When the rioting 
commenced I was standing about forty feet 
from the house with another fellow and 
two women, talking. 

“We went toward the house to see what 
the trouble was, and just as I got there the 
shooting commenced. I do not know who 
fired the shots that killed Willis Harper. 
I went in search of my coat in order to go 
and by mistake put on another fellow’s 
coat. This is why they believe I did the 
killing. Harper worked at the Southern 
Saw Works, and 1 wasin a guano factory 
near East Point. I know that I will come 
clear, and do not mind going to trial.’”’

Professor McCallie, Assistant State Geol- 
ogist, Delivers Address at Omaha. 


HE TELLS WHAT IS BEING DONE

THE FIRST ROAD LAWS IN GEORGIA 


They Were Enacted 143 Years Ago by 
the Colonists and the System 
Lasted Until 1891.

PROFESSOR 5. Ww. Vv. McCALLI E, ASSIST- 
ant state geologist, fs attending the national 
road parliament at Omaha. On last Satur- 
day Professor McCallie read a paper in the 
convention on “Road Improvement in 
Georgia."’ He has been studying the road 
materials of the state for the past year, 
and has a bulletin on the subject in course 
of preparation. Professor Mc( 
is published below: 

“The commencement of road building in 
Georgia dates from its earliest coloniza- 
tion. The first roads in the state were 
laid out in the vicinity of Savannah, under 
the direction of Oglethorpe. 

“As far tne writer has been able to ase 
certain, no laws were enacted by the col- 
onists for laying out and maintaining pub- 
lic highways until 1765. During this year a 
road law was passed by the general assem- 
bly, then in session at Sawannah, which 
embodied in a great measure the common 
road law now enforced in the majority of 
the counties of the state, This Jaw required 
all male inhabitants, between the age of 
sixteen and sixty, to work on the public 
roads, if necessity demanded it, as much 
as twelve days each year. No very im- 
portance change in this original law or mark- 
ed improvement in road-building seems to 
have been inaugurated in the state until 
1891. It is true that numerous laws were 
passed from time to time, pertaining to 
public highways, but they were either of a 
local nature, or did not meet the general 
approval of the masses; and. as a result, 
up to the above named date, no permanent 
or first-class graded macadamized. roads, 
with only a few exceptions, were construct- 
ed within the limi¢s of the state. 

“The law inaugurated in 1891, 
the ‘new road’ law, authorized 
missioners of roads and revenues 
county, upon the recommendation of the 
grand jury, to fix and levy a special road 
tax, not to exceed 2 mills on the dollar, and 
also to exact of each male inhabitant a 
commutation tax, not to exceed WS cents per 
day for the number of days’ work required. 
Furthermore, the law authorized these road 
authorities to organize chaingangs of mis- 
demeanor convicts, or to hire free labor 
for the improvement and. the maintenance 
of the public highways, the expe of 
which being met by the special road and 
commutation taxes. About one-fifth of the 
counties of the state have since adopted 
this new road law. and are now keeping up 
and improving their highways, either by 
convict or hired labor. This system meets 
with general approval wherever it has been 
tried, and it is now only a question of time 
when it will be universally adopted 
throughout the state. 


Working the Roads. 

“The usual method adopted in this sys- 
tem of road-working is as follows: Con- 
victs or free laborers are organized into 
squads, consisting of fifteen to forty-five 
men, which is placed under a competent 
Superintendent and one or more overseers. 
Each squad is furnished with a camping 
outfit, ¢€wo or more road machines, wheel- 
ed scrapes, wagons, from ten ta twenty 
1ules, plows, ete. The work usual]! y com- 
mences on the leading roads radiating from 
the county seat, and consists, first. in g0- 
ing over the road With machines, giving 
them the proper crown, opening up the 
side ditches, macadamizing the boggy 
places, and occasionally cutting down the 
erades of the steeper hills. The main high- 
ways baing thus worked over, attention is 
then directed to the sone important roads, 
until al] of the pul highways in the 
county have been crowned and properly 
drained. This first working usually re- 
quires from one to two years, depending 
upon the condition of the roads and the 
number of hands employed. The second 
time the roads are over more atten- 
tion is paid to grading, and considerable 
macadamizing is frequently done, and. the 
work in general {s of a more permanent 
and lasting nature, 


Counties with Good Roads. 
the intentidn of the road 
agers adopting this plan to keep up 
process of gradua) road improvement un- 
til all of the principal thorougihfares, at 
least, in their respective counties are prop- 
erly graded, mapaGamized and otherwise 
put in first-class condition. Such, in brief, 
is a condensed outline of the method of 
working the roads in tbe counties where 
Only a small force wf laborers is .main- 
tained. In those counties thaving. large 
cities, as Fulton, Chatham. Richmond. 
Bibb and Floyd, where from 1 to 400 con- 
victS are employed, the roads are 
quently graded and macadamized 
first working and are afterwards 
repair by a small force of hands 
for that purpose. Under this 
road working severa] hundred miles of 
first-class Macadamized or egravel roads 
have been built in the various counties of 
the state within the last two or three 
years. Some of these roads, such as the 
Manchester or the Peachtree roads in the 
vicinity of Atlanta, are ideal rhorouga- 
fares and are the envy and the delight 
of al) visiting wheelmen. Other roads 
similar merits are found in the founties 
of Richmond, Chatham, Bibb, Floyd, ete. 
The people in these counties ure thorough 
ly in sympathy with the good road move- 
ment, and frequently refer with pride to 
the excellent conadition and constant im- 
provement of their public highways. 
“Fulton county, by reason of its wealth 
and the unusual push and forethought of 
its excellent board of road commissioners, 
is now the leading county of the state in 
the good road mvevement. ‘Last year this 
county spent on its public highways $140,- 
000 and conStructed many miles vf excel- 
lent, wel] graded, macadamized road. 
Other counties appropriate less sums, nev- 
ertheless they are ail rapidly improving 
the condition of their roadways, and i 
now only a question of a few years’ nt 
most, When the plan of road improvement 
now inaugurated in many of the counties 
of the state wil] finally develop a most 
exrellent system of public highways. 


Data on Koad Material. 

“One of the most effective means so far 
attempted in the state toward awakening 
a general interest in the good road’ move- 
ment is the annual meetings of the county 
road commissioners. These meetings, sv 
far held in the city of Atlanta, are always 
well attended and give an excellent op- 
portunity for the free intercourse of ideas 
and a general discussion of the various 
methods of road improvement. Such meet- 
ings beget emulation, emulation begets 
activity, economy and system,xwhich in 
turn yields a fruitage of good roads. 

“The state geological survey. which al- 
ways lends a helping hand to all move-

It 
is the intention of this department to 
publish during the coming year a bulletin 
On the road construction and the road 
material of the state. In their bulletin it 
is the object of the author to discuss the 
merits and demerits of thé various plans 
of road building now in use in the several 
counties of the state,, to map the road 
materials and give their comparative val- 
ues for road construction as determined 
by laboratory and actual road tests, and 
also to give, in as short and as condensed 
form as possible, the leading principles 
now adopted by our foremost road en- 
gineers in highway construction. In short, 
it is the desire te make the report in part 
a handbook on road making. which will 
furnish to the road commissioners of the 
state practical information on the build- 
ing and maintenance of first-class high- 
ways.”
